REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 2-21, 23-31 and 33-56 are pending. Claims 2-21, 23-25, 33-35, and 42-44 
are rejected. Claims 26-31, 36-41 and 45-56 are objected to. Claims 1, 22, 32, 26-31, and 
36-41 were previously cancelled. In this Amendment, claims 2-21, 23-25, 33-35, 42-44 
are cancelled without prejudice or disclaimer; Applicants reserve the right to continue the 
subject matter of all claims, including the aforementioned cancelled claims, in future 
continuing applications. 

The Examiner previously indicated claims 45-56 are allowable if claims 26-31 
and 36-41 are cancelled. See Office Action dated 1/24/2008, paragraph 8. In this 
response, claims 45-56 are cancelled without prejudice or disclaimer to expedite 
prosecution; only allowable claims 45-56 remain in the application.
